( Editor 's Note: 7 his is the third in 
a series a/ seven articles discussing 
the legislation facing the delegates to 
the NCAA Convention in Januarv.

A proposed liberalization of the 
Association's amateurism rules to 
permit a student-athlete to deter- 
mine his or her market value for 
professional athletics stands out 
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among the proposals in the eligibility 
grouping for the January 7-10 Con- 
vention in Anaheim, California. 

For the past two years, F.xeculive 
Director Richard D. Schult/. has 
urged that consideration be given to 
some means by which an individual 
could test the waters as a prospective 
professional athlete without neces- 
sarily losing future collegiate eligi- 
bility 

Now, the Professional Sports 1 iai- 
son Committee has developed, and 
the NCAA Council is sponsoring.

Bowl game, gymnastics also on agenda 



Although recommendations and requests from 
several governing sports committees will be reviewed 
and acted upon December 9 by the NCAA Execu- 
tive Committee, two agenda items appear to stand 
out. 

Bowl talk 

Representatives of the Mid-Eastern Athletic 
Conference, the Southwestern Athletic Conlerence 
and the Heritage Bowl will appear December 8 
before the Division I Championships Committee. 

It is expected thai their presentation will deal 
with 1992 Convention Proposal No. 86, which 
deals specifically with this Division I-AA postseason 
contest. Sponsored by the NCAA Council at the 
Executive Committee's request. No. 86 if adopted 
by the membership - will mandate that the Heritage 
Bowl be played no earlier than one week after the 
conclusion of the NCAA Division 1-AA Football 
Championship. 

This year, the game is set for December 21 the 
day of the Division 1991 Division I-AA final 1 he 
Executive Committee requested C^ouncil sponsor- 
ship of this proposal to ensure that the bowl in no 
way conflicts with the Division I-AA playoffs, 



which is consistent with the intent of the Division 
1-AA membership when it voted to establish the 
Heritage Bowl. 

Gymnastics change 

Proposed qualification and seeding changes for 
the National Collegiate Women's Ciymnastics Cham- 
pionships also are on the Executive Committee 
agenda. Enuring its August meeting, the group 
deferred until this meeting a recommendation that 
qualification and seeding for the championships be 
based solely on the results of regional competition. 

Currently, a combination of regular-season and 
regional scores is used. 

In deferring action on the recommendation until 
December, the Executive Committee requested that 
the NCAA Women's Ciymnastics Committee pre- 
pare for this meeting a report on how the recom- 
mended qualifying and seeding procedures would 
have affected the championships over the past few 
years. 

Current procedures will be used lor the 1992 
championships, regardless of Executive Committee 
action on the proposed changes.

NCAA Bylaw 16.8.1.4.1 —travel to 
NCAA championships and special events 
during vacation period 

The following guidelines (issued by the NCAA Interpreta- 
tions Committee November 30, 1989) are applicable to travel 
to NCAA championships and special events (e.g., certified 
football bowl games and holiday basketball tournaments) 
conducted during a vacation period. 

1. If a member institution provides round-trip team 
transportation for such an event (from campus to the event 
site and back to campus) and the student-athlete utilizes both 
"legs" of the transportation, the student-athlete who utilizes 
such team transportation (from campus to the event site and 
back to campus) and also travels home during the vacation 
period must pay for his or her transportation costs to travel 
home and back to campus. [Note: The only exception to this 
principle would be a situation in which a student-athlete 
previously has paid round-trip transportation costs to travel 
home during the vacation period. Under these circumstances, 
the institution may provide the actual round-trip transporta- 
tion expenses for the student-athlete to travel between the 
campus and the student-athlete's home on a second occasion 
during the same vacation period, since the only reason the 
student-athlete incurred these expenses (for the second trip 
home) was due to participation in the special event.) 

2. If a student-athlete travels directly to the event site from 
home or directly to home from the event site following 
completion of the event, the provisions of Bylaw 16.8.1.4.1 
would be applicable. In such a case, the institution has the 
discretion of providing the student-athlete a travel allowance 
equal to the greater of the transportation costs for the 
student-athlete to travel from; (a) campus to the event site 



and back to campus; (b) campus to the student-athlete's 
home and back to campus, or (c) the student-athlete's home 
to the event site and back home. It should be emphasized that 
this is a formula designed to determine the permissible 
amount of travel allowance the institution may provide, and 
the formula is not based on the student-athlete's particular 
arrangements to travel home and is not intended to match 
(dollar for dollar) the actual cost incurred by the student- 
athlete in traveling home. 

An institution that provides one "leg" ol actual team 
transportation to the student-athlete (i.e., campus to the 
event site or the event site to campus) must deduct the value 
of the actual transportation cost for that transportation leg 
from the allowance provided the student-athlete under Bylaw 
16.8.1.4.l-(a), (b) or(c). 

A member institution utilizing Bylaw 16.H. 1.4. l-(a) must 
calculate the value of the transportation cost based on the 
actual mode of transportation the institution utilizes to travel 
to and from the event. A member institution that utilizes 
Bylaw I6.8.l.4.1-(b) or 16.8. 1 .4. l-(c) shall determine the 
transportation costs by utilizing the regular airline coach fare 
from the campus to the student-athlete's home and back to 
campus, or the student-athlete's home to the event site and 
back home. 

Finally, a member institution sponsoring or competing in 
a special event or NCAA championship in its home commu- 
nity during a vacation period would not be permitted to 
provide the additional personal transportation allowance 
associated with Bylaw 16.8.1.4.1 to its student-athletes. 
[Note; The only exception to this principle would be a 
situation in which a student-athlete previously has paid 
round-trip transportation costs to travel home during the 
vacation period. Under these circumstances, the institution 



may provide the actual round-trip transportation expenses 
for the student-athlete to travel between the campus and the 
student-athlete's home on a second occasion during the same 
vacation period, since the only reason the student-athlete 
incurred these expenses (for the second trip home) was 
because of participation in the special event.] 

Please note that this interpretation is related to travel to 
NCAA championships and special events and would not be 
applicable to travel to regular-season contests (other than 
special events) conducted during a vacation period. 

NCAA Bylaw 13.4.1.1— recruiting 
materials— greeting cards 

Divisions 1 and II member institutions should note that in 
accordance with Bylaw 1.1.4.1.1 it is not permissible to send 
specialized cards to a prospect or the prospect's coach. 1 he 
Interpretations Committee, during its .lanuaiy 31, 1991, 
conlerence, confirmed that an institution may not provide 
greeting cards (e.g., birthday cards, holiday cards) to a 
prospect (or the prospect's coach). A member institution is 
restricted to providing to a prospect (or the prospect's coach) 
only postcards issued by the U.S. Postal Service (i.e., blank 
cards) or institutional note cards that conform to the 
restrictions governing institutional stationery (e.g., in Division 
1, one color of print, single university logo).

Most high-schoolers drink alcohol 



A Federal survey shows thai 88 
percent ol the nation's high-school 
students have used alcohol, nearly a 
third have tried marijuana and more 
than six percent have used cocaine. 

1 he survey results, reported No- 
vember 14 by the Centers lor Dis- 
ease Control, indicated that .■'7 
percent of students were heavy 
drinkers, having consumed live or 
more drinks of alcohol on at least 
one occasion during the 30 days 
preceding the study. 

Male high-school students were 
"significantly more likely" than fe- 
males to have used alcohol, mari- 
juana and cocaine, according to the 
study, which also showed that use of 
the drugs increases substantially 
with age. 

"For example, among students in 
grades nine through 12. more than 
one-third had first consumed alcohol 
belbre age 12 and 92 percent had

I he CDC, in presenting the data, 
said the use of alcohol and other 
drugs is associated with the leading 
causes of death and injury motor- 
vehicle crashes, homicides and sui- 
cides among teenagers and young 
adults. It said that "nearly half of all 
deaths from motor-vehicle crashes 
in this age group involve alcohol 
use." 



Fhc 1990 youth risk-behavioi 
survey sarnpled 11,631 students in 
grades nine through 12 m the 50 
states, the District of Columbia, 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands. 

Mona W. Brown, press officer 
with the National Institute on Drug 
Abuse, told United Press Interna- 
tional that despite the survey results, 
drug and alcohol use apparently is 
decreasing by a "significant" margin 
among high-school students.

• Affiliated organizations such as 
the National Association of Colle- 
giate Directors of Athletics and 
NACDA's Division I-A Direc- 
tors Association urged institu- 
tional administrators' involvement 
in the program's development and 
irnplementation. 

The subcommittee has been man- 
dated by a resolution at the 1991 
Convention to have a certification 
proposal prepared for the 1993 Con- 
vention, but some of the participants 
at the hearing questioned if a suita- 
ble package can be formulated in 
that amount of time. The conse- 
quences ol rushing the program 
would outweigh the benefits of im- 
plementing It quickly, they said. 

The progratn also ranks among 
the Presidents Commission's top 
priorities, as stated in the report of 
its Subcommittee on Strategic Plan- 
ning ( I he NCAA News, October 
14). 

The consequences of failing to 
meet certification standards, as well 
as their identification, also were 
discussed, although no consensus 
was reached, l^eavens said. 

Leavens said the subcommittee 
next will draft a report for the 1992 
Convention and then will prepare a 
specific proposal for the Council to 
review at its April meeting. 



Senate panel reports 
antigambling legislation 



The Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee has favorably reported 
the Professional and Amateur 
Sports Protection Act (S.474), 
which would prohibit the expansion 
of state-sponsored or state-author- 
ized gambling schemes Involving 
the outcome of sports events. The 
NCAA, together with the profes- 
sional leagues, has strongly sup- 
ported passage of this bill. It 
currently enjoys 56 cosponsors in 
the Senate. 

Last month, the House passed 
omnibus crime legislation contain- 
ing a similar prohibition on new 
sports-betting devices. The House 
version, however, contains a "win- 
dow" for New .Icrsev to authorize 



casino-style betting on sports 
events a provision opposed by the 
NCAA and the professional leagues. 

It is expected that differences in 
the Senate and House versions wiff 
be resolved in a conference on the 
omnibus crime bills that have been 
passed by each body. That confer- 
ence may occur as early as this 
week, before the year-end Congres- 
sional recess. NCAA Executive Di- 
rector Richard D. Schultz has 
contacted each of the conferees, 
urging adoption of the terms of 
S.474 and rejection of the New 
.lersey "window." Senator Bill Brad- 
ley (D-Ncw ,lerscy) is an original 
sponsor and active supporter of the 
Senate version.

I here "d been a time at 17 when he'd never thought much 
about life alter high school He guessed he would work 
construction, pour concrete, something. All he cared about 
was basketball. Still, he would say, "1 went to class and did 
my homework," because he believed it would catch up to you 
il you didn't do your work. 

He once said. " The guy who won't do his schoolwork 



misses the free throw at the end. In high school," he said, "we 
used to shoot fouls at 6:.1() in the morning before class, but 
one of my best friends never showed up. In the regional finals 
our senior year, he missed three onc-and-ones in a row, and 
we lost in overtime. I never said nothing to him. I just looked 
at him and he knew" 

For I.arry Bird, the game is no metaphor. It is real. It is joy. 
It IS Pete Rose explaining his rough-cut face by saying, 
"You'd look this way, too, if you'd slid head-first for 20 years." 
It is Al Campanis, a Dodger scout at the time, saying he'd 
seen a great young pitcher narned Sandy Koufax and 
Catnpanis said, "When I stood at the plate against Koufax 
and saw that fastball coming, the hairs stood up on my arms. 
The only other time that happened was when I saw the 
Sistine (Chapel) ceiling." 

The novelist W. V. Kinsclla wrote, "Within the baselines, 
anything can happen. Tides can reverse, oceans can open. 
I hat's why they say, ' I hc game is never over until the last 
man is out.' Colors can change, lives can alter, anything is 
possible in this gentle, llawless, loving game." 

And we are connected to the games. We're connected in 
ways we seldom acknowledge and may never understand. We 
may get no further as a player than sandlol games. We may 
race our fathers one day and discover we're not all we hoped 
to be. But when wc go to the ballpark, the place of our 



dreams, we feel a connection to the game. We vibrate in tune 
to the game's eternal rhythms. It all feels right, as few things 
m life feel all right .... 

Sports touches real people in real ways. The theologian 
and writer Michael Novak wrote, "Most of what Americans 
know about the humanistic traditions about excellence in 
act, about discipline, about community, about unity of body 
and will and spirit they learn firsthand from their experi- 
ences in sport." 

One of today's best sportswriters is Tom Callahan. He 
knew Red Smith better than 1 did, and he learned from the 
great nian. TotTi says of sports, "There's something there that 
buoys people. If you write about sports long enough, you're 
constantly coming back to the point that something buoys 
people, something makes you leel better lor having been 
there. Something is hallowed here. I think that something is 
excellence." 

It's led Williams at bat It's Vincc I.ombardi and Bob 
Knight creating teams of sitnple purity. It's Larry Bird 
inventing a wonder when a wonder is the only answer. It's 
Walter Payton running, Muhammad Ali floating like a 
butterfly. It's ordinary people doing extraordinary things. 
Wc see these things done by men. the Sistine ceiling painted 
by a Tiian. and we know at these moments that wc are part of 
something greater than ourselves. 



Consortium s program benefits all

In the past year, membership in 
the National Consortium for Aca- 
demics and Sports increased from 
49 to 79, showing a remarkable 62 
percent growth. These i7iembcr in- 
stitutions have helped raise national 
graduation rates at a time when so 
much attention is being paid to 
these statistics. 

One require- 
ment lor con- 
s o r t i u m 
membership is 
that institutions 
bring back, at 
university ex- 
pense, any ath- 
lete who did 
not graduate 
while attending 
on scholarship LapCtliCk 
in a revenue sport in the previous 
decade. 1 he NCAA approves this 
because the returning athletes par- 
ticipate in an outreach program 
aimed at helping the future genera- 
lion strike a balance in life. 

To date, 2,2.1X former college 
athletes who did not make the pros 
have received tuition assistance 
through consortium institutions af- 
ter their eligibility expired. This 
represents a 79 percent increase 
over the previous seven yeais com- 
bined. Also, 919 current professional 
athletes have joined the pro degree- 
completion program, along with 71 
Olympic athletes. 

In other words. .^,32S athletes 
who may not have thought of get- 
ting a second chance at an education 
have received one. More impres- 
sively, 1.266 former athletes have 
graduated, primarily in the past 
three years. 

The 79 member institutions ol 
the consortium have broken the 
stereotype that schools do not care 
whether their student-athletes get 
an education. They have paid the 
tuition for the 2,238 returning col- 
lege athletes without any kind of 
athletics return. The outlay of $22 
million in tuition fees proves they 
were vitally interested in the educa- 
tion of their student-athletes. 

In many cases, schools are paying 
tuition for former athletes who arc 
in their sixth years and beyond. 
These students will not appear in 



their institutions" live-year statistics 
as reported to the NCAA. 

The 3..'^2X student-athletes re- 
turning to school through the con- 
sortium have worked with more 
than XI I, ()()() high-school and mid- 
dle-school students in outreach pro- 
grams, counseling young people 
about academic balance, drug and 
alcohol abuse, teenage pregnancy 
and race relations. Lou Harris' 1990 
Survey of Youth Attitudes showed 
that young people want to hear 
socially relevant messages from ath- 
letes more than any group. 

While outreach programs of the 
National Consortium for Academics 
and Sports vary tremendously in 
si/e and type, all have one objective: 
to help young people make choices 
that will enable them to develop 
their full human potential. 

The 26 former athletes who re- 
turned in Texas A&M University's 
degree-completion program worked 
10 hours a week all year with IKO 
students in the Oakwood Middle 
School. Other Texas A&M athletes

worked three hours each day in a 
latchkey program for 50 students 
from 2:30 to 5:30 p.m., providing 
tutoring assistance and teaching 
sports skills. 

The University of Central Florida 
used its own athletes, plus Tony 
Berna/ard of the Detroit Tigers, to 
reach more than 15,000 Orlando- 
area students in a stay-in-school 
program. 

Lionel Bacon, former Virginia 
Commonwealth University basket- 
ball player, headed Virginia Com- 
monwealth's outreach program, 
which reached 26,000 greater- Rich- 
mond students. In addition to as- 
sembly-style programs, Virginia 



Commonwealth athletes regularly 
counseled nine small groups. 

Nearly 20 percent of all the Uni- 
versity of Georgia's student-athletes 
were involved in monthly outreach 
sessions in Athens and Atlanta. 
Working with 2,500 students, Geor- 
gia student-athletes provided coun- 
seling on education and drug and 
alcohol abuse. 

National Student-Athlete Day 
(NSAD) was celebrated in 1991 for 
the fourth year at consortium 
member institutions in all 50 states. 
A record 600 events commemorated 
NSAD. In 1992, the NCAA Foun- 
dation will be cosponsormg NSAD. 

Project Teamwork, launched in 
October 1990, affected more than 
32,000 Boston-area students in its 
first year. It was set in motion with 
the publication of a major I^ou 
Harris survey, conducted for the 
Center for the Study of Sport in 
Society and the Reebok Founda- 
tion, that documented both the 
depths of racist roots in our young 
people and the faith they have in 
athletes as role models to bring 
about change. The center also has 
initiated College Teamwork, 
through which diversity training 
was provided for male student-ath- 
letes at the University of Texas at 
Austin and for the entire staff of the 
athletics department at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland, College Park. 

Based on the success of the pro- 
grams at Texas and Maryland, the 
center is committed to launching a 
full-scale version of College Team- 
work in 1991-92. It is clear that 
student-athletes and athletics de- 
partment staff arc important role 
models on our campuses. At a time 
when racial conllicl across those 
campuses is so widespread, the cen- 
ter believes that given a heightened 
level of sensitivity, those students 
and administrators representing our 
athletics departments can have a 
tremendous impact on the campus 
as a whole.

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NCAA explains itself in new TV football spots 



The NCAA is taking advantage 
ot an opportunity to show sports 
fans what the organi/ation is and 
how it works, all thanks to a recent 
agreement in which the Association 
gave up its share of rights fees from 
televised regular-season football 
games in a trade for TV time. 

Harlier this year, the College Foot- 
ball Association and the Big Ten 
and Pacific- 10 Conferences struck a 
deal with the Association in which 
the NCAA gave up its four percent 
share of rights fees collected by 
member institutions for national 
football telecasts in return for 30 
seconds of lime for "public service 
announcements" (PSAs) on each 
telecast. 

As a result, the Association re- 
ceived TV time for PSAs on regular- 
season football games for the first 
lime since the U.S. Supreme Court 
struck down the NCAA football 
television plan in 1984. 

With all that time suddenly avail- 
able, the national office staff asked 
the NCAA Communications Com- 
mittee for advice on how to use it. 

"The committee said we ought to 



explain more what this Association 
is and how it works, because the 
Association as a whole is so misun- 
derstood by the general public," said 
.lames A. Marchiony, NCAA direc- 
tor of communications. 

The committee also urged that 
the spots be used to call the public's 
attention to positive programs ad- 
ministered by the Association, in- 
cluding the degree-completion 
program, the CHOIC TIS alcohol- 
education program, and the Youth 
Education through Sports clinics 
and National Youth Sports Pro- 
gram. 

"We want the public to under- 
stand there are positive things going 
on at campuses that don't get the 
attention they deserve," Marchiony 
said. 

Veteran producer 

I he NCAA is far from a new- 
comer to the production of PSAs. 
The Association has received 90 
seconds of time on network telecasts 
of NCAA championships events for 
years and has been producing its 
own PSAs to fill that time since the 
1970s. 



Hut until recently, those messages 
always featured student-athletes 
warning youngsters against the 
abuse of drugs, alcohol or steroids, 
or focused on former student-ath- 
letes who have achieved success in 
such fields as business or govern- 
ment. 

Most of the approximately 40 
spots produced this year for football 
telecasts including telecasts pro- 
duced as part of syndicated pack- 
ages involving the Big Fast, Atlantic 
Coast, Southeastern, Southwest Ath- 
letic and Pacific- 10 Conferences as 
well as those on ABC and FSPN 
focus on the antidrug theme, Mar- 
chiony said. 

Still, about one-third of the spots 
deal directly with explaining the 
Association or promoting its pro- 
grams, he said. 

High-profile help 

Some high-profile coaches and 
administrators were called on by 
Marchiony and his staff to do the 
explaining. 

Football coach Bobby Bowden, 
whose Florida State University team 
was ranked No. I nationally until its 



November 16 loss to the University 
of Miami (Florida), appears in one 
of the spots to describe who makes 
up the Association's membership 
and why and how rules are made by 
that membership. 

Similar spots airing on games in 
conference packages leature com- 
missioners from those conferences, 
and yet another spot features Big 
Ten Conference Commissioner 
.lames K. IJelany discussing the 
hundreds of millions ol dollars in 
financial aid provided to studenl- 
athletes at NCAA member institu- 
tions. 

Besides producing PSAs focusing 
on NCAA-administered programs, 
Marchiony's NCAA Productions 
staff also worked with I KAM (Tech- 
niques for Effective Alcohol Man- 
agement) to produce three spots. 
Those PSAs, unique as the lirst 
produced by the NCAA that feature 
actors and actresses, portray young 
people who recall real-life situations 
and present the idea that it is OK to 
decide not to drink. The spots' tag 
line is, "You're not as cool as you 
think when you drink " 

Marchiony has received positive 



feedback on the TEAM spots, but 
has not gotten a very good idea yet 
of how the public is responding to 
the PSAs explaining the NCAA. 
He is looking forward to hearing 
reports of viewer response, as well 
as reactions from the membership 
itself, from delegates at the NCAA 
Convention in Anaheim and from 
conference personnel. 

He also hopes representatives of 
NCAA member institutions will 
teel free to give him ideas lor lutuie 
spots. 

"We need to continue doing these 
spots, simply because educating the 
public about the NCAA has to be 
an ongoing process," Marchiony 
said. 'That process should not end, 
but should be constantly reviewed. 
We'll constantly try to make these 
(PSAs) belter" 

The NCAA does not receive time 
on regular-season basketball tele- 
casts, so the NCAA Productions 
staff will follow up its football- 
season blitz, with PSAs for each of 
the 17 1991-92 NCAA champion- 
ships that will air on CBS, ESPN 
and Prime Network.

Kelly collects Golden Spikes honor 



Former Arizona State Univer- 
sity outfielder Mike Kelly is the 
recipient of the Golden Spikes 
Award given annually by the 
United Stales Baseball Federation 
to the nation's outstanding amateur 
baseball player. 

Kelly, the second player selected 
in the first round of the 1 99 1 ama- 
teur draft (by the Atlanta Braves), is 
the 14th recipient of the award, 
which recognizes athletics ability, 
sportsmanship, character and over- 
all contributions to baseball. His 
selection was announced November 
20. 

Kelly IS the third Arizona State 
player to win the award. I hird 
baseman Bob Horner was the recip- 
ient of the first award in 1978, while 
outfielder Oddibe McDowell cap- 
tured the honor in 1984. 

Kelly, the first three-time all- 
America in Sun Devil history, said 
this was the high point of his career. 

"I'm overwhelmed," he said. "I 
didn't expect to win it. I assumed it 
I didn't win last year, I wouldn't win 
it this year. 

"This is a great way to finish off 
my college career." 

Although he was pitched around 
frequently and walked 53 times, 
Kelly hit .373 this season with 15 
home runs, 56 runs batted in and 23 
stolen bases. 

Added Kelly, "! think just about 
every time they had a base open, 
they would walk me intentionally. I 
lost a lot of RBls that way. They 
just pitched me a lot tougher all 
year. I didn't get much to hit." 

Kelly was named the Baseball 
America national player of the year 
after his sophomore year in 1990, 
when he hit .376 with 2 1 home runs. 
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Mike Kelly, the first three-time all-America player at Arizona State 
University, is the third Sun Devil to win the Golden Spikes Award 



82 runs batted in and 20 stolen 
bases. 

"1 his is an amazing man," Ari- 
zona Slate coach Jim Brock said ot 
Kelly. "As great a baseball player as 
he is, the most amazing thing is that 
he doesn't have one enemy, lo be 
the kind of player that he is and to 
be the best human being I've ever 
been around that's really saying 
something."

Christie Allen of Pittsburg State 
won the individual championship, 
finishing in 18:04. Allen was 20 
seconds ahead of Cal Poly San Luis 
Obispo's Kristina Hand, who was 
followed by teammate Melanie Hi- 
atl in an identical time of 18:24.

The 60 points was the second- 
highest winning point total in the 
history of the meet and was just one 
point better than last year's 61.

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Auburn men's basketball, tennis draw penalties 



I. Introduction. 

On NovcnibLT 10. thu NCAA 

ciilutxcnifnl stall rcccivL-d twt) telephone 
eails from the mother ol a prospective 
student-athlete iii the sport ol men's bas- 
ketbalL During both telephone eonversa- 
lions, the nioihei expressed eoncerns 
regaidnig possible violations ol NCAA 
legislation involving the reertutment ol 
her son bv niemhers ol the Auburn Uni- 
versity irien's basketball stall . 1 he NCAA 
eiiloreement stall interviewed the mother 
and the younj; man as a result ol these 
telephone ealls. Numerous other individ- 
uals also were interviewed, ineludinj; sev- 
eral other prospective student-athletes 
who had been recruited by the univeisity. 

I he violations ret;aidmy the basketball 
program were developed initially by the 
enloreement stall. F he university coniluc- 
ted two internal investigations concerning 
the basketball program, and during sub- 
sequent interviews ol prospective student- 
athletes by the enlorcemcnl stall', lurther 
inloimation was tleveloped. On November 
21, a letter til preiiminarv inquiry 

WlIs Issued to the university A letter o! 
ollicial inquiry was sent April 29. IWI. 
I he university responiicii in writing ,lulv 
l,S, I4i;i. Ihehoadincn'sbaskelballcoach 
antl an assistant men's basketball coach 
involved 111 (his case each accepted the 
univeisitv's response as his own response. 

Oil .lune 12, 1990, the university re- 
ported thai il intended lo investifjale 
the men's tennis program and scll-ieport 
any violations. On October 4, 1990, the 
iiniversi!\ reported violations in the men's 
tennis program to the NCA A enltiicement 
department. 

Pieheanng conlcrences were held with 
inslitulional representatives August M), 
199 1 , and with legal counsel loi the assist- 
ant iiicu's basketball coach .September 10, 
199 I As a result ol the prehearing conler- 
cnces. one tollow-up interview was con- 
ducted Scpleiuber IK. 1991 

1 he uiiiversily's piesitlent. other repre- 
sentatives ol the university and legal 
counsel lor the assistant men's basketball 
coach met with the NCAA Committee on 
Inlractions at a hearing September 27, 
199 1 The <_ ommittec on Inliactions lound 
that a number ol vitilations within the 
men's basketball progiam anil the men's 
tennis program had occurred. 

In the men's basketball progiam, the 
\ iolations included: 

•conveying tnlorrnation to a prospec- 
tive student-athlete that he reasonably 
undeistooil as an oiler to assist him in 
obiaining an automobile loan; 

•contacting a prospective student-ath- 
lete and his lamily in person on more than 
the permissible three occasions at sites 
other than the prospect's educiitional 
iiisiilutioii; 

• encouraging a representative ol the 
university's athletics interests to improp- 
erly contact a prospective student-athlete, 

•encouraging a representative ol the 
iimversitv's athletics interest to lalsily the 
lime when a National l.etter ol Intent was 
signed; 

• prin iding improper cntcrtainrneni to 
a high-schotil etiach and a member ol his 
lamily; 

• (jrovidirig an improper gilt to the 
lamily ol a prospective studenl-athiele; 

• olleiiiig bcnelits to a lamily member 
ol a prospective studcnt-athlcle; 

• prov iding improper transportation to 
a pios|>ective student-athlete; 

• prov 111 ing otlier benelils to prospective 
student-athletes; 

•exceeding the number of basketball 
co.iches periiiitted during one year, and 

•unethical conduct bv an assistant 
iiieii s basketball coach 

In the men's tennis program, the viola- 
tions included: 

• providing improper transportation 
on maiiv occasions to fathers til student- 
athletes; 

•paying certain expenses of the rela- 
tives ol student-athletes, 

•providing improper loans to several 
student athletes; 

• permiiliug the use ol a coach's auto 
mobile bv a stiident-athlele, and 

•unethical conduct by the head men's 
tennis coach. 

Although there were many violations, 
the i iHiimittce did not tind a lack ol 
inslitutuinal control at this time. The 
university's piesidonl had instituted a 
program that should have led to an athlet- 
ics program hee Irom any violations of 
NCA,A rules, but unforlunalcly il did not 
The coaches in the men's basketball pro- 
gram had been hired recently when most 
ol the violations occurred in that sport 
Although inltiiiued ol the consequences 
of a violation of NCAA rules, the head 
men's basketball coach and an assistant 
men's basketball coach ignored these 



rules both intentionally and inadvertently. 
As a result ol the action on the part ol 
these two coaches, the basketball program 
of the university was placed in jeopardy. 

In the men's tennis program, the head 
coach ;ind the assistant ctrach were knowl- 
edgeable of NCAA rules and the universi- 
ty's comniiimenl lo compliance with those 
rules. I he head coach chose lo ignore 
those rules and the admonition given by 
the university's president. 

r.ven though the university established 
a compliance program, problems such as 
those that occurred in the men's basketball 
program and men's tennis program should 
not have occurred il the athletics depart- 
ment slalf were committed to lull com- 
pliance with NCAA rules. It should be 
recogni/ed that the university discovered 
and seil-rcported all of the vtolalions in 
the tennis program and, when inlormcd 
of violations m the men's basketball pro- 
gram, it caickilly investigated those alle- 
gations. As a result of the attitude of 
cooperation by the president ol Ihc uni- 
versitv to comply with NCAA rules and 
to prorTiptly deal with violations, the 
Committee on Inlractions imposed lesser 



men's basketball coach oHered to assist a 
prospective sludent-athlcle in arranging 
an automobile loan. Specifically, the coach 
telephoned the prospect on several occa- 
sions at the young man's residence and 
conveyed inlormation the prospect rea- 
sonably could have understood to be an 
oiler that he would be assisted in receiving 
an automobile loan upon his enrollment 
at the university. 

B. [NCAA Bylaws I. •(.01.5. 1, l '!.02.4.2, 
1.1. 1-2. 1, I t. 1. 3. I.l.l.4-(b), I3.l.4.4-(d) 
and 19 01.1] 

During the summer of 19X9 and the 
19X9-90 academic year, during the recruit- 
ment of a prospective sludent-athlete, the 
head men's basketball coach, two assistant 
men's basketball coaches and two repre- 
sentatives of the institution's alhletics 
interests violated NCAA legislation re- 
garding lecruiling contacts with a pro- 
spective student-athlete. Spectlically: 

I In July 19X9, one assistant coach 
personally contacted the prospect off 
campus for recruiting purposes prior to 
the permissible contact period during the 
young man's senior year ol high school 
I his contact occurred near the home of 



Case summary 

• Violations involving the recruitment of several prospective 
student-athletes were uncovered in the men's basketball program, 

• Violations involving the provision ol extra benefits were unco- 
vered in the men's tennis program, 

• Lack ol institutional control was not found by the Coinmittee on 
Infractions, However, internal and NCAA investigations suggested 
that coaches and representatives of the institution's alhletics interests 
chose on some occasions to ignore rules.

penalties than otherwise would have been 
justilted. 

In assessing penalties as lequiied by 
Bylaw 19.4.2 in cases involving maior 
violations, the committee took into con- 
sideration the nature ol the violations, the 
university's ctimpliancc program, the uni- 
veisitv's tnvestigatitiii. its prompt actions 
involving those who violated NCAA rules, 
and the self-imposed restrictions on its 
men's basketball and men's tennis pro- 
grams. 

I he penalties the committee assessed 
include: 

a. Reprimanding and censuring the 
university's athletics program. 

b. A two-year probationary period. 

c. Continuing a comprehensive educa- 
tional progiain in all spoils with periodic 
reporting. 

d. Prohibiting postseason competition 
m men's basketball at the end of the 1991- 
92 basketball season.

(CCi niters in Ihcsp*;!! ol men's basketball 
rluiing the 1992 calend.u vear. 

I. l imiting the men's head basketball 
coach's oll-canipus rcciuiling dniies. 

g- Reducing expense-paid recruiting 
visits to the universitv in men's basketball 
lor the 1992 calendar year. 

h. Idiminating all expense-paid recruit- 
ing visits to the university m men's tennis 
for the 1992 calendar year. 

i- Imposing a show-cause requirement 
on the head men's tennis coach. 

I Ailopting the university's action to 
reassign the involved assistant basketball 
coach to duties unrelated to coaching or 
recruiting lur one vear. 

k. Adopting other penalties self-im- 
posed by the institution in men's basket- 
ball and men's tennis, as well as the 
Sotit heastcrn Conlerencc penalties in 
men's tennis 

It also should be noted thai following 
the hearing before the Comritlttee on 
Inlractions September 27, 1991, other 
alleged violations were reported by the 
news media in the sport t>f ioolball. I hose 
alleged violations have not been consid- 
ered by the Commillee on Infractions. 

I he allegations are being investigated by 
the enloreement stall and the university. 

II alleged violations are presented lo the 
cijfn/Jiitlee as a result of the investigation, 
those matters will he brought back lo the 
Committee on Inlractions lor further 
considejalion ol Ihis case. 

II. Violations of NCAA legislation, as 
determined by committee. 

A. [NCAA Bylaw L'(.2.l] 

During the summer of 19X9, an assistant

I hioughoul the young man's recruitment 
by the in.stitution, the representative as- 
sisted the assistant coach in the recruil- 
menl of the young man by relaying 
lelepbonc messages from the assistant 
coach to the prospect since the young 
man did not have a telephone. On No- 
vember X, 19X9, prior to X a.m., on the 
lirst day and time a prospect was allowed 
10 sign a National Letter of Intent, at the 
direction ol the assistant coach, the repre- 
scnlalive went (o the prospect's home to 
obtain the National l etter of Intent thai 
previously had been forwarded to the 
young man. He observed the prospccl 
sign the letter and then look the letter to a 
local service station where he provided il 
lo the assistant coach. At that time, the 
assistant coach requested that the repre- 
sentative return the National Letter of 
Intent lo the prospect's home and have 
the number seven indicating 7 a.m. 
changed to an eight in order thai the 
signed letter would conform with Na- 
tional-l.cller-of-lntent procedures. In ap- 
preciation of Ihe representative's elTorts, 
the assistant coach prtividcd a pair of 
basketball shoes to the representative.

On one occasion each in .luly and 
August 1989, the head men's basketball 
coach purchased a meal tor a prospective 
student-athlete's high-school basketball 
coach. On the occasion m August, the 
head coach also purchased a meal lor the 
high-school coach's son. 

U. [NCAA Bylaw I.L2.2-(0J 

During the fall of 19X9, while recruiting 
a prospective student-athlete, an assistant 
men's basketball coach committed a minor 
recruiting violation by providing a small 
gilt to a member of the prospective stu- 
dcni-athlele's laiTiily. 

F. [NCAA Bylaw L'!.2.2-(a)] 

During the period .luly through No- 
vember I9K9. while recruiting a prospec- 
tive studenl-alhlcle, an assistant men's 



basketball coach made an offer ol em- 
ployment to the young man's mother. 
Specifically, during November 19X9, dur- 
ing a telephone conversation with the 
young man's mother, the assistant ctiach 
told the young man's mother that after the 
young man had signed his letter ol intent, 
the university had people who could gel 
her a job closer to home, which the 
prospect's mother then interpreted as an 
offer of employment. 

i:[NCAA Bylaws I. CI. 2.1 and I.CI-2..V 
(c)-(l)] 

During the recruitment of a prospective 
student-athlete, a sports inlormation de- 
partment student assistant violated NCAA 
legislation involving recruiting contacts 
with a prospective student-athlete. Spe- 
cifically, in September 19X9, while visiting 
his parents, the sports information de- 
partment sludent assistant telephoned the 
prospect at the young man's residence 
and encouraged the young man lo attend 
the university. The sports information 
department sludent assistant transported 
the prospect Irom the young man's home 
lo a restaurant where the sports informa- 
lion department sludcm assistant pur- 
chased a meal lor the prospect at no cost 
lo the young man and encouraged the 
prospect lo attend ihe universily. 

G. [NCAA Bylaws 10.01.1 and 10 I- 
(c)J 

An assislant men's basketball coach 
acted contrary to Ihe principles of ethical 
conduct inasmuch as he did not, on all 
occasions, deport himself in accordance 
with the generally recogni/ed high stand- 
ards normally associated with the conduct 
and administration ol intercollegiate ath- 
letics. Specifically, the assistant coach 
demonstrated a knowing effort on his part 
to operate the university's intercollegiate 
men's basketball progiam contrary lo the 
requirements and provisions of NCAA 
legislation by his involvement in the overall 
violations as set forth in this report. 

H. [NCAA Bylaws 16.6.2.4 and 
16 12 2.11 

On several occasions during the period 
March 18 through March 25, 1990, Ihe 
head men's tennis coach and/ or an assisl- 
anl men's tennis coach provided auton. 
bile iransportalion to the father of a men's 
tennis student-athlete while he was at- 
tending a tennis tournament in which ihe 
university was competing. Specifically, on 
March 18 and 26, Ihe head coach or i e 
assistant coach provided round-trip ai ; - 
mobile transportation lo the young rii.iii . 
lather bclween two airports fa round ii (i 
distance of approximately 76 miles). Oii 
approximately eight occasions during ihc 
tournament, the head coach and/or the 
assistant coach provided round-trip trans- 
portation to the father from his hotel lo 
the competition site. 

I. [NCAA Bylaws 16.6.2.4 and 
16 12 2.1] 

On several occasions in Lebruary and 
April 1990, the head men's tennis co;ich 
and an assistant men's tennis coach pro- 
vided lodging, automobile transportation 
and meals to the father of a men's tennis 
studenl-alhlelc while attending an NCAA 
member institution's tennis tournament 
and at dual team competitions at three 
locations. .Specifically:

the head coach and the assistant coach 
allowed Ihe father of Ihe sludcnl-athlelc 
lo stay in either his son's or the assistant 
coach's room.

On several occasions during the 19X7- 
XX and 19X9-90 academic years, the head 
men's tennis coach provided cash loans 
Irom his personal funds and Ihe use of an 
automobile to numerous men's tennis 
student-athletes. Several of the loans 
were (o pay a portion of the cost ol 
lodging and meals lor the sludenl-alhletes 
since the university had reached ils total 
of equivalency granls-in-aid in men's 
tennis. Specifically: 

I . On one occasion each in .lanuary and 
March I9XX, the head coach lent $440 (a 
total of $XXO) lo a studenl-alhlelc lo pay 
the young man's lodging expenses for the 
winter and spring quarters. The head 
coach never discussed repayment proce- 



dures with the student-athlete, and the 
young man never repaid this loan to the 
head coach. 

2. On three occasions during the 19X9- 
90 academic year, the head coach lent 
$460 la tolal of $1,.1X0) lo ihe student- 
athlete to pay his lodging expenses. 

1 On or about September IX, 19X9, the 
head coach provided $500 to another 
student-athlete to pay the cost lor meals 
during the lall quarter in Ihe residence 
hall.

letics in that the head coach's involvement 
in I'arl ll-.l ol this icpoil demonslrales a 
knowing ellorl on his part lo operate the 
university's intercollegiate men's tennis 
progiam contrary lo the requirements 
and provisions of NCAA Icgislalion.

Ihe institution's certil icatioii-of-com- 
phance forms for the I9X7-XX, 19X8-89 
and 19X9-90 academic years were errone- 
ous based upon ihe findings ol violaiions 
in this report, which indicate that the 
inslitulion's men's basketball and men's 
Icnnis programs were not in compliance 
with NCAA legislation in that the head 
men's btiskelball cciach, two assistant 
en's basketball coaches, the head men's 
'CUIUS coach and an assistant rnen's tennis 
• •lach attested on statements liled with 
ilic chief executive office of the instilulion 
lhat Ihey had reported lo the chiel execu- 
iive officer their knowledge of and invol- 
vement in any violations ol Nt/AA 
\ iolations involving the inslilulion when, 
in lact, they had not done so. Specifically: 

1. Lor Ihc 1987-XX academic year, the 
head tennis coach aitcslcd May M . I9XX. 

2. For the 19XX-X9 academic year, the 
head tennis coach attested April 19. 19X9. 

L Lor the 1989-9(1 academic year, the 
assistant basketball coaches attested May 

14. 1990. and the head basketball coach 
and the head tennis coach attested May 

15. 1990. The institution's certification of 
compliance form lor the 1989-90 academic 
year was incomplete in that the assislant 
men's tennis coach did not sign the foim. 

Without intent to do so, Ihc president 
erroneously certified .luly 29. I9XX; August 
15, 19X9, and August 2,L 1990. thai ihe 
university was in compliance with NCAA 
legislation lor Ihc I987-X8, 19X8-89 and 
19X9-90 academic years because of the 
lalse inlormation provided lo hirn by the 
head basketball coach, two assislant bas- 
ketball coaches, the head tennis coach 
and Ihe assistant lenms coach.

niaior violations of NCAA legislation 
that occurred after September I, I9K5. 
NCAA Bylaw 19.4.2.2, as adopted by the 
Association's membership, requires pre- 
scribed minimum penalties, "subject (o 
exceptions authorized by the Committee 
on Infracticms in unique cases on the basis 
ol specilically staled reasons," that include:

(b) the elimination ol all expense-paid 
lecruiling visits to the inslilulion m ihe 
involved sport tor one recruiting year; (c) 
a requirement that all coaching staff 
members in the sport be prohibited from 
engaging in any off-campus recruiting

NO. 1 PLAYER ASSIGNMENT 

Bylaws: Amend 30.12.5, page 401, as lollows: 

"30. 12.5 Player Assignment. There shall be no assignment of players to 
a league or team by professional baseball clubs or organizations; however, 
representatives from Major League Baseball may recommend college 
players to the sccrciarv or cxcciilivc diiechir president or cnmmissiuner ot 
a certified league." 

NO. 2 ALL-STAR COMPETITION 

Bylaws: Amend 30. 12 10 by adding new 30. 1 2 10.2, page 402, renumber- 
ing subsequent sections as lollows: 

"30.12.10.2 All-Slar Compelilion. All-star competition between teams 
within the same league shall be permitted. All-star competition between 
teams in separate leagues shall be prohibited." 

NO. 3 LETTER OF COMMITMENT 

Bylaws: Amend 30.12.1 1. page 402, as follows: 

"30.12.11 l etter of Commitment. All teams shall use the NCAA 
sanctioned summer baseball league's letter ol commitment.

The lactors would include: prompt detec- 
tion ot violations, thorough investigation 
and reporting! oT violations to the NCAA; 
cooperation in the processing of the case, 
and initiation ol strong disciplinary and 
corrective actions, including the estab- 
lishment ol administrative procedures 
that were designed to ensure the institution 
would comply with the principles ol insti- 
tutional control and rules compliance. 

A. I he university shall be publicly 
reprimanded and censured, and placed on 
probation lor a period ol two years Irom 
the date these penalties are imposed, 
which shall be the dale the I .S-day appeal 
period expires or the date the institution 
notifies the executive director that it will 
not appeal, whichever is earlier, or the 
date established by NCAA Council sub- 
committee action in the event of an appeal 
by the university to the Council, it being 
understood that should any portion ol 
anv ol the penalties in this case be set 
aside for any reason other than by appro- 
priate action ol the Association, the pen- 
alties shall be reconsidered by the 
Comniittee on Inlractions. Auburn Uni- 
versity shall be subject to the provisions ol 
NCAA Bylaw 19.4.2.3 concerning repeat 
violators lor a live-year period beginning 
on the eirective date ol the penalties in 
this case. 

B. f)uring this period of probation, the 
institution shall continue its comprehen- 
sive educational program (e.g., seminars 
and testing) to instruct coaches and ath- 
letics department personnel on NCAA 
legislation, t his program shall be ree|uired 
lor the coaches and athlelics-depaitmenl 
personnel in all sports.

e C umpetitive Safeguards and Medical 
Aspects of Sports. 

( 1 ) The eommiltce recommended increas- 
ing Ihe scope of the NCAA Injury Surveil- 
lance System (ISS) to monitor injuries in all 
sports in which the NCAA sponsors cham- 
pionships, to increase the number ol schools 
pariieipaling in the ISS and to permit total 
eonlerenee participation in the program 
without compromising a representative na- 
tional sampling. 

(a) The Division II Steering Committee 
expressed interest in the budgetary implica- 
tions of the commitiee's reeommcndation 
and requested inlormation concerning how 
the data are used once they are collected. 

(b) The Division III Steering Committee 
suggested thtit in order to save costs, the 
comrnitlee might wish lo consider studying 
those sports with the smallest sponsorship 
on a rotating basis (perhaps every three 
years), giving eonsideration 10 a balance ol 
team and individual sports. 

(c) It was moved and seconded that the 
committee's reeommcndation be relerrcd tti 
the f xecuiive Committee for its review and 
possible action.

I he Council reviewed Ihe tentative timetable 
established lor releasing publicly the recoin- 
mendalioiis ol the Special Committee to 
Reviewthe NCAA I nforcenient and Inlrae- 
tions Process. NCAA Fxccutive Director 
Richard D. Sehult/ noted lor the record 
that special consideration is being given to 
expediting implementation ol the special 
eoinmiltee's recommendations I he Council 
received the report without taking lormal 
action. 

e. Kxeeutive. I he Council reviewed actions 
laken by the Fxeculive Commiltee during 
Its August 12-1.1 meeting. 

( 1 ) The Fxeculive Commiltee supported a 
rcctmiinendalion of the Commiltee on Com- 
petitive Safeguards and Medical Aspects ol 
Sports that the NCAA Squad 1. 1st he revised 
to include a column to indicate the reason 
lor a sludenl-alhlele's change in team status. 

(a) It was noted lor the record that lor the 
lime being, this change would be applicable 
only 10 Division l-A football, inasmuch as it 
IS the only sport in whieh regular-season 
random drug-testing is currently conducted. 

(h) It also was noted lor the record that 
institutions would be requiied 10 document 
changes in status lor any student-athlete on 
the Squad l ist at any time during the year. 

(2) it was voted that the recommendation 
of the Committee on Competitive Saleguards 
and Medical Aspects ol Sports be approved. 

f. financial Aid and Amateurism. I he 
committee reeommended that the Council 
request lhat Ihe Interpretations Conimittee 
clarify whether the provisions ol NCAA 
Bylaw 15.01 .7 permit an institution to calcu- 
late an individual cost til attendance thai 
may not be the same foi each studenl- 
alhlelc, or whether the cost of attendance 
lor all students must be uniform; lurlhcr, 
that the interpretation be published in I he 
NCAA News 10 assist institutions in applying 
the appropriate method consistently. 

It was voted lhat the issue be relerrcd to 
the Interpretations Committee. 

g. Implcmcntatiun of 1990 Convention 
Prop<}saI No. 24. I he Council reviewed the 
recommendations of the Special Advisory 
Commitlee 10 Review Implementation ol 

1990 NCAA Cimvenlion Proposal No. 24. 

(1) Ihe Council noted that in August 
1991. the U.S. Department of Education 
published a "Sale Harbors" letter, which 
described reporting procedures postsecon- 
dary institutions may follow to comply wilh 
the Student Righl-Io-Know and Campus 
Security Act, pending the department's 
issuance ol final regulations related to the 
act.

1991, leporlmg deadline applies 10 
all Dnision II membei uislilutions. including 
Division II iiieinhcrs lhat sponsor sports in 
Division I 

(,i) It was voted thai the coniniitlee's 
iceommcndalioii he approved 

(b) It w ,is the sense ol the meeting that the 
Coiiiieirs action in this regard also would be 
apphe.ihle to Division III institutions lhat 
sponsor sports in Division I. 

(4) ll was suggested lhat all Divisions II 
and III institutions that sponsor sports m 
Division I should be permitted to report 
information on the Ciraduation-Ratcs Dis- 



closure F't>rm in the same manner as all 
other sports sponsored by the institution. It 
was the sense of the meeting lhat this issue 
he reviewed by Ihe special advisoiy commit- 
tee lor Its recommendation. 

(Note: Ihe lollowing aelittn occurred 
later in the meeling but is included here Itir 
convenience of relerenee.) 

(5) ll was noted that Section 101 of the 
Student Right- lo-K now Act will eimlain a 
separate graduation-reporting requirement, 
cf'feelivc .luly 1, 1 99,1, that does not focus on 
insiituticms that award athletically related 
aid.

It was voted that the Council amend 
Bylaw 10 consistent with Ihe committees 
recommendation. 

(X) Ihe committee reeommended that 
computer software be developed as soon as 
possible to laeilitatc completion ol the dra- 
duatitm-Rates Disclosure Ftirin and that 
this software accompany the form that 
Divisit>n I member institutions will use to 
meet the October 1, 1992, reportingdeadlme. 

(a) It was noted lor the record that in 
April 1991 , the Council approved a feasibility 
study to investigate the development of 
computer software that would lacililatc 
institutions' completion ol the (iraduation- 
Rates F.)isclosuie Form and the compilalion 
of report data by the national ollice. 

(b) It was the sense of Ihe meeting that 
once the feasibility study has been completed, 
the developmenl of appropriate soltware 
shtruld be coiripleied with all deliberate 
speed.

(c) Ihe Division II Steeiing Committee 
requested that Ihe software developed in 
this regard also should be applicable to 
Division II institlllions.

for that portion of the proposal that would 
increase from 16 to 28 the number of student- 
athletes on the committee. 

( 1 ) It was voted that, if Proposal No. 1 37 
is adopted during the 1992 Convention, the 
Council shall use its authority under the 
provisions of Constitution ,5.3.1.1.1- to per- 
mit an additional term of service for student- 
athlete committee members, ellective upon 
adjournment of the 1992 Convention. 

(2) It was voted that the committee be 
permitted to use the services of consultants 
(e.g., former members of the committee) to 
provide additional opportunities for student- 
athletes to attend the committee's meetings 
until such time as the provisions of Proposal 
No. 137 (assuming the proposal is adopted) 
become effective, with the understanding 
that the use of such consultants would not 
cause Ihe number of current or former 
student-athletes in attendance at a particular 
meeting to exceed 16. 

o. Two- Year College Relations. 

(1) I he Council considered Convention 
Proposal No. 48 in the Second Publication 
of Proposed Legislation for the 1992 Con- 
vention, which is sponsored by the Council 
and would permit Division I institutions to 
honor hardship waivers granted al two-year 
colleges under certain specified conditions. 
The committee requested that the Council 
sponsor an amendment to Proposal No. 4K 
to change the effective date of the proposal 
from immedialely to "for those students 
first entering a collegiate institution during 
the 1992-93 academic year." 

It was voted that the Council sponsor an 
amendment-to-amendment consistent with 
the committee's recommendation. 

(2) It was voted that the Council oppose 
Proposal No. 68 in the Second Publication 
of Proposed l egislation. 

4 NCAA Presidents (Commission. Chan 
celk)r Turner rept)rted actions taken by the 
Presidents Commission in its October 1-2. 
1991, meeting, including the Commission's 
approval ot the report and recommendations 
ol Its Subcommittee on Strategic Planning 
and the recummendatuins ol the Commis- 



sion's Subcommittee to Review NCAA Rev- 
enue-Llistribution Principles. I he Council 
received the report without taking formal 
action. 

5. Miscellaneous. The Council received a 
quarterly report of the Association's gov- 
ernmental affairs. [Note: A summary of the 
report appeared in the October 21, 1991, 
issue of The NCAA News.] Schult? offered 
comments concerning Federal legislation 
introduced by Congressman Tom McMillen 
that would provide a five-year antitrust 
exemption lor the NCAA to negotiate tele- 
vision coverage of in-season college football 
and basketball games and an exemption for 
the NCAA and its member institutions from 
the unrelated business income tax, provided 
that the NCAA complies with a series of 
conditions within one year following passage 
ol the legislation. Schult?. also noted that he 
and representatives of the National Football 
League, National Basketball Association 
and Major League Baseball took part in 
hearings conducted in September concerning 
proposed Federal legislation that would 
authorize in)unctive relief against the opera- 
tion ol any state-authorized gambling 
scheme related to the outcome of or per- 
formances in a professional or amateur 
sports event. All three representatives of the 
professional leagues and the executive di- 
rector testified in the bill's favor, and several 
members of the House Subcommittee on 
Economic and Commercial Law, which 
conducted the hearing, expressed support 
lor the bill. The Council received the report 
without taking formal action. 

6. Administrative Committee Report on 
Interim Actions and Other Matters. I he 
steering committees reviewed the actions in 
live telephone conferences conducted by the 
NCAA Administrative Committee since the 
previous meeting of the Council, including 
all decisions reached on behalf of the Council 
by the committee and by the executive 
director 

a. I he three steering committees reported 
their approval of all actions in the five 
telephone eonlerences. 

It was voted that the Council approve all 
of the Administrative Committee actions. 

b The Council considered action taken 
by the Administrative Committee during its 
August 28. 1991, telephone conference to 
authorize a three-member subcommittee of 
the Minority Opportunities and Interests 
Committee to meet with representatives of 
the National Football League regarding the 
NFL Minority Coaches Program. After 
meeting with NFI. representatives, the sub- 
committee expressed its support for contin- 
uation of the program, with the NFL 
retaining the ability lo select participating 
coaches and with the understanding that all 
three membership divisions would be re- 
presented. 

( 1 ) The subcommittee recommended that 
participating coaches receive stipends lor 
their participation in the program, provided 
that any coach is permitted to take part in 
the program for no more than two consecu- 
tive years, previous participants would be 
permitted to reapply only alter a two-year 
hiatus from the program, participating 
coaches would apply to the NCAA lor a 
waiver ol the provisions of Bylaw 1 1 .3.3. 1 . L 
participants in the program during the 
summer of 1991 would receive stipends 
retroactively and, in Ihe future, the NFI. 
would provide a lisi of participating coaches. 

(2) Schultz suggested that consideration 
be given to implementing a procedure lor at 
least the summer of 1992 in which the NH. 
would provide funds lo the NCAA Founda- 



tion, to which coaches would apply for 
grants based upon their participation in the 
program; further, that a committee of colle- 
giate coaches would be responsible for se- 
lecting participants and that participation 
by coaching staff members of Divisions II 
and III member institutions would he guar- 
anteed. Mr Schultz indicated that NFL 
Commissioner Paul Tagliabue had stated in 
conversations with Schultz that be would be 
amenable to this concept. 

(3) It was the sense of Ihe meeting that 
these recommendations be forwarded to the 
Minority Opportunities and Interests Com- 
mittee for Its review and recommendation, 
including possible legislation. 

7 Membership. 

a. The quarterly report ol NCAA mem- 
bership was noted for the record. It relleete d 
847 active member institutions as of Sep- 
tember 20, 1991 (up 22 from the August 
report), and 1,053 in all categories as of that 
date (up 18 from August). 

b. It was voted that the Council approve 
applications for affiliated membership sub- 
mitted by the Independent Football Officials 
Alliance. Inc., Memphis, Tennessee, and the 
National High School Baseball Coaches 
Association, Omaha, Nebraska. 

c. It was voted that the Council approve 
an application for corresponding member- 
ship submitted by Wesleyan College, Macon. 
Georgia. 

d. The Division I Steering Committee 
reported the following actions; 

(1) Approved a request submitted by the 
University of Detroit Mercy for a waiver ol 
the minimum number of contests per Bylaw 
20.9.3.3.7. 

(2) Approved a request submitted by 
Mississippi State University tor a waiver ol 
the minimum number of participants per 
Bylaw 20 9 3 3 7 and directed that the insti- 
tution be admonished to make a more 
substantial commitment to meeting the 
standards set lorth m this legislation. 

(3) look no action on a request submitted 
by the University of Nevada, Las Vegas, for 
a waiver of the limits established for mini- 
mum numbers of contests and/or partici- 
pants per Bylaw 20.9.3.3.7. The steering 
committee directed that the institution be 
iniormed ol the seriousness with which the 
committee regards this matter; further, that 
the institution be requested to submit written 
documentation to clarify how the institution 
failed to meet the minimum standards, what 
steps are being taken to ensure proper 
institutional oversight and full compliance 
in the tuture; linally, thai the appropriate 
institutional representative(s) (e.g., chief 
executive officer, faculty athletics represent- 
ative, director of athlclics) appear before the 
steering committee in January 1992 to pre- 
sent information necessary for the committee 
to satisfy Itself that it has fulfilled its respon- 
sibility to the membership and the institution 
involved. 

(4) Requested that the Administrative 
C'ommittee review the procedures involved 
in the appeal ol an action ol the steering 
committee or Council related lo membership 
classification. 

e The DivisK)n III Steering Committee 
reported that il had approved an application 
lor conference membership submitted hy 
the City University ol New York Athletic 
Conlerenee, New York, New York. 

f. The Council reviewed a listing of 
member institutions assigned restricted or 
probationary membership lor the 1991-92 
academic year The Council received the 
report without taking lormal actK)n. 

8. Cummiltee Appointments. The Council 



turned its attention to Cotincil-appointed 
committees per Bylaw 213 and reviewed 
necessary appoinlmenls to standing com- 
mittees, with three-year terms to begin 
September I, 1992, except where noted. I he 
Council also studied compilations ol all 
recommendations of individuals lor those 
positions received from the committees them- 
selves and from Ihe membership.

(5) The Council considered Proposal No. 
19, which would amend Bylaws 11.2 and 
11 1 to specify that coaches in Divisions 1 
and II must receive prior annual written 
approval from the institution's chiel execu- 
tive officer (I) lor all athletically related 
income and benefits from sources outside 
the institution; (2) to use. directly or by 
implication, the institution's name or logo in 
the endorsement of commercial products or 
services for personal gain, and (1) to accept 
outside compensation or gratuities Irom 
athletics shoe, apparel or equipment manu- 
facturers in exchange for the use ol such 
merchandise during practice or competition. 

(a) Ihe Division I Steering Committee 
expressed concerns related to the need to 
obtain advance approval lor "nominal" 
sources of income and related the application 
of this legislation to part-time coaches' 
income The steering committee requested 
that Ihe Interpretations Committee be asked 
to consider how these concerns may be 
accommodated. 

(h) It was voted that the Interpretations 
Committee be requested to consider possible 
interpretations in advance ol the Convention 
in order to allay these concerns. 

(f>) The Council considered Proposal No 

11, which would amend Bylaw 1.^.1.2 4 for

prospect's educational institution during the 
contact period and to eliminate the single- 
visit tournament exception in the sport ol 
football. I he Division II Steering Committee 
requested initially that consideration be 
given to revising the voting line tti cliniinate 
consideration of the proposal by Division II 
during the 1992 Convention; however, alter 
discussing the difficulties associated with 
such a change, the steering committee with- 
drew Its recommendation, noting lhat the 
proposal had been circulated with the un- 
derstanding that the Division II membership 
would have an opportunity tt> consider the 
proposal and noting further that Proposal 
No. 10 is being sponsored lor the 1992 
Convention in order to alleviate problems ol 
this kind in future years.

signing date in that sport if the prospect 
does not present a minimum SAT score ol 
700 or AC T score of 18 and docs not present 
a minimum 2.000 grade-point average in at 
least seven core courses, and to specify lhat 
prospects who do not meet these require- 
ments shall not receive an official visit until 
at least 24 hours following the end of the 
early signing period. 

(a) The Division I Steering Committee 
recommended that the proposal's eflectivc 
date be changed to August I, 1991. in order 
to provide current high-school students 
proper notice.

(12) The Council considered Proposal 
No. 48. which would amend Bylaw 14.2.5 to 
permit a Division I student-athlete to be 
granted a hardship waiver based upon injury 
or illness that occurred during enrollment at 
a two-year college, subject to certain speci- 
fied conditions. 

(a) The Division I Steering C^ommitlcc 
recommended that the proposal's clteclive 
date be changed to apply to all students 
entering a collegiate institution during the 
1992-91 academic year, consistent with the 
recommendation ol the Two- Year College 
Relations Commitlee.

Griese, a member of both the 
College and Pro Football Halls of 
Fame, quarterbacked the National 
F ootball League's Miami Dolphins 
from 1967 to 19X0, leading his team 
to two Super Bowl victories, includ- 
mg the 1972 championship, when 
MiaiTii finished with a 17-0 record. 
A six-time Pro Bowl selection, the 
former Boilermaker quarterback 
was the 14th NFL quarterback to 
throw lor more than 25,000 career 
yards and is the only Miami player 
to have his jersey number (12) re- 
tired. 

After completing his professional 
football career, Griese worked as a 
top analyst for NBC Sports' cover- 
age of the NFL from 19K2 until 
joining ABC in 1986.

Selected as college football player 
of the year by Coach and Athlete 
maga/ine three consecutive years 
(1965 through 1967), Little was a 
dominant running back and track 
student-athlete for Syracuse Uni- 
versity in the mid-1960s. He rewrote 
the Orangemen records book, es- 
tablishing 19 Syracuse bests, includ- 
ing marks for most touchdowns 
(19), most points scored (278) and 
the three longest punt returns (90, 
9 1 and 95 yards). He was selected to 
the Gator Bowl Hall of Fame in 
1966 and received the Frnic Davis 
Leadership Award at the coaches 
all-America game in 1967. In 1983, 
he was named to the College Fool- 
ball Hall of Fame. Little went on to 
star as a three-time all-pro running 
back for the Denver Broncos, win- 
ning rushing titles in 1970 and 1971. 

After retiring from the Broncos, 
Little entered the automobile busi- 
ness and in 1990 opened a Ford 
dealership in Seattle, Washington, 
that is one of the largest in the 
Pacific Northwest, employing 90. 
He also owns dealerships in Denver, 
Colorado, and Santa Barbara and 
West Covina, California. Little also 
is a partner with fellow Syracuse 
alumnus FJavid Bing(a 1991 Silver 
Anniversary Award recipient) in 
Steel Housing Technology, Inc., a 
proposed manufacturer of prefabri- 
cated housing that hopes to open a 
$5 million plant in Syracuse. 

A strong supporter of his alma 
mater. Little also serves on the board 
of directors for Boys Club, Arthritis 
Foundation and the Colorado Lung 
Association and the board of trus- 
tees for Clayton College. He also is 
active in the President's Drug-Abuse 
Program, Big Brothers/ Big Sisters, 
March of Dimes, the Rotary Club 
and Easter Seals.

Other activities include work with 
the Tom Watson/ Children's Mercy 
Hospital golf exhibition committee, 
the Dream Factory, Special Olym- 
pics, Friends of the Zoo and Friends 
of the Kansas City Museum. 

Lynch also has served as president 
of the Notre Dame National Mono- 
gram Club and chair of the Young 
Bakers Association, and is a former 
diocesan board member of Catholic 
Charities.

The assistant attorney general of 
the state of Minnesota, Page was a 
three-year starting defensive line- 
man for the Notre Dame football 
team and was an all-America in 
1966. In his three years as a starter. 
Page helped lead the Fighting Irish 
to a combined 25-3-2 record. 

As a member of the NFL's Minne- 
sota Vikings from 1967 to 1981, Page 
was one of the league's all-time 
great defensive linemen. A four- 
time National Football Conference 
defensive player of the year and 
eight-time Pro Bowl selection.

While a Georgetown student, Ur- 
bina participated in food distribu- 
tion for the needy during 
Thanksgiving and Christmas and 
provided tutoriaf service for inner- 
city children for two years. 

Urbina was nominated to a posi- 
tion on the D.C. Superior Court 
bench by President Jimmy Carter 
in 1980, becoming the first Hispanic 
judge in the district. He was reap- 
pointed by President Ronald Rea- 
gan in 1981. Urbina was presiding 
judge of the family division from 
1985 through 1988 and chaired the 
D.C. Child-Support Guidelines 
Committee. He also has served as 
director of the criminal-justice pro- 
gram and professor of law at How- 
ard University and is a former 
Howard law professor of the year. 
He served as a trial lawyer with the 
public defender service for two 
years. 

In 1988, Urbina developed the 
After School Kids (ASK) Program, 
a partnership between the juvenile 
probation program of the court and 
Georgetown University. That 
same year, he was presented the 
Commissioner's Award for Out- 
standing Leadership and Service in 
the prevention of child abuse and 
neglect. He also has received a spe- 
cial award from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services. Urbina initiated a court- 
interpreter systetn for the foreign- 
born and hearing impaired, which 
eventually became a requirement of 
government agencies. Urbina's other 
activities include working with local 
and national Hispanic leaders to 
improve the quality of legal repre- 
sentation, spending several hours a 
month working with high-school- 
age children, participating in a city- 
wide program that brings children 
into the courthouse on a regular 
basis and serving as a career-day 
speaker twice a year. 

The former Georgetown track 
standout also is director of the 
Meyer I-'oundation, a major philan- 
thropic organization; director of 
the Mary's Center for Maternal and 
Child Care, and in 1986 was ho- 
nored by Washington Magazine as 
one of its Washington ians of the 
Year.

university's icprcscntalivcs. he was 
in a small minority. Most CEOs 
were "loo busy" to gel involved in 
intereollegiate athletics at their own 
institutions, much less on a national 
basis Roaden blames that altitude 
tor uncontrolled athletics programs 
lhal developed at some institutions. 

"The CEO ol the institution has 
to be in athletics governance up to 
his ears just like he is in everything 
else al the institution." Roaden said. 
"Presidents say they have no power 
over athletics. I hat is nonsense 

"I'very year, the torms come to 
the presidents to say who is going to 
be representing their universities 
and voting on these issues, if uni- 
versity presidents wanted to do so, 
they could fill m their own names as 
the voting delegates, and they would 
have absolute power Hut the lacl 
(then) was. presidents weren't inter- 
ested in doing that." 

Roaden said that when their in- 
stitutions were penali/ed lor rules 
violations, many presidents were 
embarrassed in the press and in 
front of their own constituencies. 
Some grudgingly responded to pres- 
sure to gain control of their athletics 
programs, although Roaden said 
they approached it as a necessary 
evil. Ultimately, it became the ath- 
letics department vs the "good ol 
the universUy" an adversarial re- 
lationship, at best. 

" That, in my opinion, is a dumb 
thing lor a CEO to do." Roaden 
said. "What the CEO needs to do is 
see athletics as an important com- 
ponent ol the institution. II the 
CEO devotes the level of interest 
and commitment that is needed, 
these surprises are not going to 
occur. Ehat would be true in any 
other part of the university if the 
president made it a part ol his or her 
business to be on top of the opera- 
tion." 

Roaden even suggests that athlet- 
ics can bring a positive image to the 
rest of the university. "I have always 
been a strong supporter of intercol- 
legiate athletics on a campus, and 
my support in intercollegiate athlet- 
ics has been because 1 think that it is 
helpful in carrying out the broader 
missions of the institution." he said. 

Once, while completing a research 
project in Hawaii on an alternative 
program in primary education. 
Roaden held a community hearing 
in Honolulu. "When 1 was intro- 
duced as the president of Tennessee 
lechnologieal University." he said, 
"somebody in the audience said 
they were familiar with that univer- 
sity ' That is the university that has 
that great women's basketball team.' 
they said." 

When he recounted that story to 
some ol his colleagues, one of them 
asked, "Didn't it bother you that 
you were thousands ol miles away 
from home and the only thing that 



anybody knew about vour university 
was lhal you had a great women's 
basketball team?" 

Roaden's response was quick. 

"As long as the newspapers have 
sports sections," he replied, "and the 
nightlv newscasts have segments 
dedicated to intercollegiate athletics, 
that IS where people learn about the 
inslilulions. 1 would also be very 
happv if a newspaper had a special 
section on physics or engineering or 
mathematics, and il the nightly news 
had a section that dealt with acade- 
mics, but they don't. They do have 
them on athletics, and 1 think that 
just the visibility that comes to an 
institution through intercollegiate 
athletics is useful." 
A one-room starl 

Rt)aden began his career in edu- 
cation as an IK-year-old teacher in a 
one-room schoolhouse in Whitley 
County, Kentucky He taught pri- 
mary through grade eight leu 50 
students, ranging in age from 6 to 
26. ( he athletics program consisted 
ot twice-a-year baseball games with 
another school three miles away. 

But Roaden recalls that the stu- 
dents thirsted for knowledge. I hey 
read every book they could, includ- 
ing the ones issued to them and 
those they purchased with the 
money from bake sales. 

A Carson-Newman College grad- 
uate. Roaden earned his master's 
and doctorate Irom the University 
ot lennesscc, Knoxville. where he 
met Orin (iraff, a graduate professor 
alter whom Roaden has modeled 
much of his teaching and personal 
philosophy. 

In an article he wrote lor a publi- 
cation titled "Reflections; Personal 
Essays by 33 Distinguished Educa- 
tors," Roaden noted, "Graff had 
studied with Royd Bode at Ohio 
State University During one ot his 
class lectures, (iraff announced that 
Professor Bode had died. His voice 
broke and he cried. I found it strange 
at the time that a distinguished 
prolessor would be so emotional 
about his graduate-school mentor 
But 1 must confess that years later, 
when Orin (iraff died, 1 cried." 

Roaden espouses (irafl's view 
about values being necessarily in- 
volved in theory Graff also instilled 
the need lor continuous learning in 
Roaden, who has a detinite view of 
higher education that includes re- 
search, debate and study. "As long 
as 1 have been a professional in the 
field of education, there have been 
long debates about the demands lor 
scholarship and the demands for 
publishing taking away the time, 
energies and interests ol laculty 
members who want only to teach," 
he said. 

"I have great admiration for col- 
leges and universities that are de- 
scribed as teaching colleges and 
universities, as long as the teaching 
IS tresh and current and is based on 



Roaden helped pave CEOs' way 



Historians someday may regard the early 199()s 
as the time when college presidents gained or 
regained control ol (heir athletics programs. 
Overlooked, however, may be the people who 
paved the way like Arliss Roaden. 

Roaden started attending NCAA Conventions in 
the I97()s as lenncssec Eeehnologieal University's 
president. "I never saw many other presidents at the 
Conventions," he said. "I really couldn't understand 
that When CEOs have been distant from policy- 
making and athletics meetings and planning, they 
are likely to be surprised at the things going on that 
they didn't know about" 

l ater, as a member of the NCAA Council, 
Roaden helped develop a plan lor presidential 
involvement in college-athletics governance. 

At the same time, a group of (TOs was working 
on a plan of its own. 

Under the umbrella of the Anierican Council on 
E^ducation, those presidents met m Vail, Colorado, 
to find a way to bypass the NCAA. "It had a pious 
llavor to it," Roaden offered, "a dictatorial flavor 
where a group of presidents drew up their own 
master plan for controlling the NCAA, hut without 
the necessity of getting their hands dirty in the 
process. 

"They wouldn't have to attend meetings. They 
wouldn't have to be involved. All they had to do 
was get together with other presidents and cancel 
out legislation thai had been adopted, after wide 
debate, by the representatives of their institutions." 
Saw the irony 

Roaden saw the ironv; that presidents already 
had the authority to dictate the direction of the 
Association but had failed to take advantage of the 
opportunity. 

"I thought it was interesting because many 
presidents were claiming that they didn't know how 
their representatives were voting, and ihey believed 
they were voting contrary to the interests of the 
president," Roaden said. "We had no way of 
knowing the extent to which, prior to the Conven- 
tion, presidents sat down with their representatives 
and went through the proposed legislation and 
said, 'Our institution would benefit from this. Our 
institution can't support this legislation.' 

"So it was a situation where the presidents 
claimed that they didn't tru^t their designated 
representative to vote the interest of the institution 
or to vote the interest that the president had on 
behalf of the institution. That's why we went to roll- 
call votes." 

While the ACE was organizing its group to limit 
the NCAA's authority, the Council continued to 
develop its plan, which called for a Presidents 
Commission that would have certain rights and 
responsibilities but would not operate counter to 
actions taken by the NCAA membership. 

Roaden led a contingent to Washington, D.C., to 
meet with the ACF's Committee on Intercollegiate 
Athletics. The groups talked about the isisues, "but 
It was clear that the American Council was not 
going to veer Irom its position at all and that it was 
going to take its position to the Council and that it

was going to try to lobby it through," Roaden 
recalled. "At the meeting, il was decided to put both 
plans on the agenda at the ne,\t Convention " 

The debate 

The ACE plan was the first one heard Harvard 
U'niversity President E)erek Bok was its designated 
spokesperson. Roaden spoke on behalf of the 
NCAA Council plan. 

"While Bok was debating the American Council 
plan, 1 spoke against that plan, pointed out its flaws 
and pointed out that whatever involvement they 
wanted in NCAA policy-making, it was theirs if 
they chose to be involved," Roaden said. "Well, the 
(ACE) plan went down the vole wasn't close on 
It. The NCAA plan was voted in overwhelmingly" 

Roaden said the ACE had lobbyists al work lor 
months; even during the course of the meeting, they 
sought to persuade people to go through with their 
plan 

"At one point," he said, "they even made state- 
ments that they had counted the votes and thai Ihey 
had the votes to pass. Well, obviously they either 
hadn't counted the votes or they certainly mis- 
counted them by an extraordinarily wide margin." 

As for the result, Roaden considers the Presidents 
Commission a success. "I think it will remain for 
historians to describe over the long haul the extent 
ot the influence and the involvement of presidents," 
he said. "Bui there is no question that presidential 
involvement in intercollegiate athletics has multi- 
plied literally multiplied since the action was 
taken at that NCAA Convention"

Instead, the 
commission oversees all the institu- 
tions of higher education within the 
state, setting a statewide plan and 
generating general budgets that as- 
sure that the institutions are operat- 
ing on a level field. His role, as 
executive director, is to lead the 
commission as its chief staff officer 
in the development of master plans 
and budgets for higher education
